The name Hagood in some of its various forns is 
found anong the earliest records of the Colony of Virginia. 
The simplified "Hagood" is the form perhaps most commonly 
in use in America today and 1s, like Hawgood, undoubtedly

The progenitor of the Southern family of this 
name Was probably Francia Hagwood of whom rocord is found 
as early as 1660; in that year a child “francis, ye son 
oY Francia Hagvood, was baptized," according to an old 
Gharles City register (1655-1665), which gives a list of 
ohildren baptized in tho parioh of Martin Brandon.

A sareful search of Surry County reoords would 
probably discover numerous items "hich would throw light 
upon the family during the next half century. The next 
item in the possession of the compiler is dated 1720, 
when Georges Hogvood 1s named as executor of the will of 
Thomas Daniel of Surry County. Seven years later, the 
will of George Hagood of Surry County is recorded; in it 
he names his wife A----, two sons Francis and Richard, 
ee. Speaks of "my children" ... names asa executors his 
two sons George and John. 20 Rec. 1727. Witnesses are 
William Rookings (Rollings?), Thomas Clark. 

It 46 apparent that the family lived in that 
part of Surry vhich was taken in 1752 to form Brunswick 
for there are numerous rosords in Brunswick from that 
tims on. Thoy wore evidently well and favorably Imown 
for upon the organization of the new county, at a court 
held 2 Nov. 1732, the following wore represented to the 
Governor as being fit for the Commission of the Pesce: 
John Duke, RBatte Peterson, Nicholas Lanier, William 
Hagood, and Thomas Wilson, gentlemen. 

At a Vostry meeting held for St. Androw's 
Fariah in the County of Brunswick the 6th day of October

Accounts: Paid Fanny Haygood; paid 
Anne Scott; paid William Steel for his wife, late Martha 
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Andrews, her part of her father's estate in hands of 
woneen= se----- (Signed) Lewis Haygood.

The variation of spelling as “Hogwest" is 
found in North Carolina. William Hogwood (probably 
mistranseriped for "Hagwood" which 1s frequently found 
in Warren) of Warren Co., Af C., has a family consisting 
of wife, young son, and one black. In Northampton Co., 
N. Ce, there were four Hogwoods, all apparently without 
families: Hancil, Henry, Howell, and John. In Wake Co., 
N. C., George Hogwood is listed, apparently without 
family. ~— ~The nécoan, Haggard and Hoggard, which 
may Well be variations of the name under consideration, 
have not been studied. It is amazing hoy many forms an 
apparently simple name can take. 


Benjamin Haygood, whe was born in Virginia 
30 Jan. 1758, @iedhA Jansel841 near Charleston, S. C., 
where he had been settled many years. His wife was 
Mary Stewart, born in Virginia 25 Dec. 1760, died near 
Charleston 20 Sept. 1851. Their descendants have kept 
consistently to the spekling ‘Haygood. Benjamin Haygood 
and his son William Haygood kept careful records of the 
births and deaths of their children. Copies of these
